Having just sharpened my 
pencil lor a few notes, 
brings to mind the story 
about the lowly pencil, and 
here I will tell you more 
facts ^ibout this writing In¬ 
strument than you will ever 
need to know.

Last February 25, began 
the great week known as 
“Pencile Week,” it was also 
the 65th anniversary of the 
16th amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution which gave Con¬ 
gress the power to “lay aT»d 
collect taxes” on Income 
from whatever sources de¬ 
rived.

Sixty-five years ago, Am¬ 
ericans used two i)encils a 
year, on the average, ac¬ 
cording to the Lead Pencil 
Manufacturers Associatl o n. 
Last year we used more than 
one billion, eight hundred 
million, or about ten per 
capita. This increase, says 
the association is probably 
due to the fact that we have 
fewer illiterates .... and 
more tax forms to fill out.

Until the Income tax law 
was enacted, mo.st pencils 
were made without erasers. 
But times have changed, 
and you know why if you’ve 
ever tried to make out your 
own tax retvim.

And this is a good time 
to tell you that there’s ab¬ 
solutely ,no lead in a lead 
pencil. 

— CT — 

The pencil came, as have 
so many wanderful inven¬ 
tions by accident. But this 
was a accident of nature. 
In the 1500’s, a giant oak 
tree vyas uprooted in a hur¬ 
ricane which swept through 
the town of Borrowdale. 
England. Where the tree 
stood, shepherds found a 
black oily substance which 
left a black mark on the 
hands. They used it to mark 
sheep for identification, for 
the same reason cattle are 
branded today. 

_ CT — 

The oily, black substance 
was graphite. Two centuries 
later in the late 1700’s a 
young French chemist 
named Conte was experi¬ 
menting with graphite. He 
mixed it with clay, to give 
it hardness, baked it in an 
oven until it was harder 
still, and placed the result¬ 
ing sliver of lead between 
two slats of wood. That’s 
how the modern, woodcased 
pencil was born. 

— CT — 

'The unfinished woods of 
yesterday are now shiny and 
lacquered in many brilliant 
colors. The pencils contain 
leads so tough they can 
write on stone. Others write 
on glass, movie film, hot 
steel and meats. 

— CT — 

It’s also an appropriate 
occasion to tell the young¬ 
sters, their parents and 
teachers too, the story of 
how the lead pencil became 
the world’s most widely 
used writing Instrument, 

— CT — 

'The pencil was probably 
the first Instrument used by 
primitive artists. In its earl¬ 
iest form, it consisted simp¬ 
ly of a lump of colored 
earth or chalk cut into a 
convenient form for holding 
in the hand. Much later, but 
in still ancient times, lead 
was used for marking pur¬ 
poses. 

_ CT — 

However, after the dis¬ 
covery of graphite, in the 
1500’s pencils were made 
without lead. The graphite 
found in Borrowdale, Eng¬ 
land, In 1554, was in a form 
so pure and solid, it could 
be used by itself for writ¬ 
ing. The material was given 
the name of “plumbago,” 
which means “that which 
acts like lead.” Because the 
mark made by graphite was 
so black in comparison with 
the pale mark of lead, it 
was also called “black 
lead.” That is why we still 
call the familiar, woodcased 
writing tool, the “lead pen¬ 
cil.”

PANAMA CANAL ZONE 
FACTS FOR DISCUSSION 


As we discuss the Pana¬ 
ma Canal Treaty over the 
next few months, the Editor 
of the Sierra Made News 
has accumulated some of the 
following facts that may 
help you in your discussions, 
remarks and conclusions. 

The Panama Canal issue is 
not an issue between the 
United States a.nd Panama. 
It involves the United Stater 
on one hand ad Latin Amer¬ 
ica, and Indeed a good part 
of the Third World, on the 
other hand. Because, whe¬ 
ther we like it or not the 
countries of the Hemispheie 
and a large part of the rest 
of the developing world have 
rallied. To a large part of 
humanity, whether we like it 
or not, the Panama Canal is 
a colonial enclave carried 
over from the early part of 
this century and which has 
caused bitter resentment 
and indeed hostility. 

The construction period of 
the Panama Canal was 1904- 
1914, and was opened on 
August 15, 1914. 'The cost of 
construction was $387 mil¬ 
lion, and is 51 miles long 
from deep water to deep 
water anid Inclu d e s 647 
square miles, including tidal 
water with the zone extend¬ 
ing five miles on each side 
of the Canal. 

The total ships transits 
for the year 1976 was 13,201, 
with the total cargo in thou¬ 
sands of long tons was 117,- 
402. The Republic of Pana¬ 
ma receives a payment of 
$2,328,000 annually as its 
share of the revenues. 

The Canal Zone, under the 
terms of the 1903 Hay-Bu- 
nau-Varilla Treaty, is under 
the j,urlsdictio,n of the Uni¬ 
ted States and is adminis¬ 
tered under the Unted States 
laws, B y law, the Canal 
Zone is an Indepeh dent 
agency of the U,S, Govern¬ 
ment, It is headed by a gov- 
eror, appointed by the Presi¬ 
dent for a four-year term. 
The governor ser v e s as 
president of the Panama 
Canal Company. 

The Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany is a corporate agency 
of the U.S. Government and 
it operates under a board of 
directors appointed by the 
Secretary of the Army. The 
Company is responsible for 
all operations involved In the 
movement of ships through 
the Canal and controls ves¬ 
sel repairs, harbor terminals, 
a railroad, an electrical 
power system, a water sys¬ 
tem, communications system, 
living quarters, retail stores 
and a supply ship operating 
between the Zone and the

'The following are the 
Chronological Facts on the 
Canal Zone starting with the 
year 1881: 

February, 1881 — French 
engineers began work on a 
sea-level canal. The French 
effort encouintered construc¬ 
tion and financial difficul¬ 
ties in ensuing years. 

June 28, 1902 — Congress 
approved the Spooner Act, 
authorizing President Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt to buy the 
rights and property of the 
French company for $40 mil¬ 
lion, providing Colom b i a 
would provide a strip of land 
across the Isthmus of Pana¬ 
ma to be controlled by the 
United States for the Canal 
route. 

January 22, 1903 — The 
Hay - Herran Treaty be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Colombia 
was signed in Washington 
giving the U.S. the rights to 
build, operate arid control a 
canal in Panama lor KW 
years. The treaty was rati¬ 
fied by the U.S. Senate in 
March. 

August, 1903—The Colom¬ 
bian Senate refused to ratify 
the treaty. 

November 3, 1903 — A re¬ 
volt in Panama created the 
independent nation of Pan¬ 
ama, and U.S. naval vessels 
prevented Colombian troops 
from landing to put down 
the revolt. The new nation 
was recognized by the United 
States on November 6. 

November 18, 1903 — The 
United States and Panama’s 
provdsional gove r n m e n t 
signed the Hay - Bunau - 
Varilla Treaty. It granted 
the United States the ex¬ 
clusive right in perpetuity to 
build and operate a canal 
across Panamanian territory 
and all the rights it would 
posses as if it were sov¬ 
ereign. The U.S. agreed to 
pay Panama $10 million 
and $250,000 annually begin¬ 
ning in 1913. 

May 4, 1904 — French 

rights and properties were 
formally purchased by and 
transferred to the United 
States and preliminary work 
on the canal was begun at 
once. 

August 15, 1914 — The 

Panama Canal was officially 
opened. 

1936 — The U.S. and Pan¬ 
ama signed a treaty, modi¬ 
fying the 1903 treaty, with 
the U.S. agreeing to increase 
the annuity paid to Panama 
from $250,000 to $430,000 an¬ 
nually. Tire treaty also de¬ 
leted the clause in the 1903 
treaty which gave the U.S. 
the right to intervene in the 
internal affairs fo Panama. 

1955 — Another treaty was 
signed, again modify i n g 
agreements, increasing the 
annual annuity to Panama 
to $1,930,000 and increasing 
the number of Panamanians

1959 and 1964 — Dissatis¬ 
faction in Panama over the 
Panama Canal treaty result¬ 
ed in demonstratians in 1959 
and riots in 1964. Three U-S. 
soldiers and 21 Panamanians 
were killed in the 1964 riots. 

June, 1967 — A joint an¬ 
nouncement was made that 
draft treaties had been com¬ 
pleted. Negative reaction in 
the U.S. and Panama to the 
treaties precluded any pro¬ 
gress towards ratification. 

1973 — President Nixon 
appointed Ellsworth Bunker 
to resume negotiations on a 
new treaty. 

Febnuady, 1974 — Secre¬ 
tary of State Kissinger and 
Panamanian Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Tack signed a joint 
statement of principles, set¬ 
ting the outline for the nego¬ 
tiations. 

1974 - 1977 — Treaty nego¬ 
tiations continued.

Assessment At 
21,3 of Market V, 

Ratios of assessed prop¬ 
erty values to full value of 
locally assessable property 
for California’s coun ties 
were publish by the State 
Board of Equalization. 

George R. Reilly, board 
member, said today 'that the 
statewide average was 23 
percent compared to 25.1 
per cent last year. 

The average local property 
assessment level in Los An¬ 
geles County is 21.3 per cent 
Of market value. ’The ratios 
apply to the lien date of 
March 1, 1977. 

Reilly explained that the 
law requires each county 
assessor to assess properties 
at 25 per cent Of what he 
believes to be market value, 
based on appraisals made in 
his county. The ratios deter¬ 
mined by the Board of 
Eqi;;alizatlon show the rela¬ 
tionship between the coun¬ 
ties’ total locally assessed 
values as they appear on the 
assessment roll and the 
board’s estimates of the full 
curreirt value of all locally 
assessable property.

state Senator H. L. Riohardson (R-Arcadia) charged 
the Brown Administration of planning to establish a total¬ 
ly managed society under the dictatorial rule of state and 
federal bureaucrats. 

“I have just reviewed the Governor’s urban develop¬ 
ment strategy for California. It’s absolutely incredible,” 
said Richardson. 

A task force of representatives of each state regula¬ 
tory agency has masterminded a program which will lit¬ 
eral trap the people living in our inner cities, virtually 
fencing in the residents of so-called ghetto areas. 

'Tihousands of these people dream of one day moving 
from the dense lurban centers Into the suburbs to enjoy 
their own homes, the air, and a better life. Elven those 
who can’t achieve this goal would at least like their 
children to have the opportunity. 

Brown’s "strategy” for California will shatter that 
dream. The Governor-appointed planners intend to estab¬ 
lish a circle around each of California’s major urban areas, 
such as San Francisco, Los Angeles, and San Diego, and 
others. People will not be allowed to build outside these 
circles, but would have to locate where the state directs 
them. “Really, this whole plan could have been lifted 
right out of Mein Kamprf’.” Richardson observed. “If 
you’ve read it, you know what I mean.” The plan will 
create virtually one seat of px)wer, and that will be in 
the Governor’s office. Local Jurisdiction and city council 
will give way to regional councils that will carry out 
the dictatorial policies of the Governor. 

There has been increasing public outcry about the 
expansion of government pwwer and regulation. “I have 
been asked repeatedly, where will it all end,” the Sena¬ 
tor continued. "My answer is that under this and similar 
plans, it will end with the state telling us where to 
live, work, and go to school and wbat we can do and 
learn while we are there. I think more people are be¬ 
ginning to understand when bureaucrats talk about 'plan¬ 
ning,' they are talking about erecting a totalitarian state. 
I urge every Californian to request the Governor and State 
Representatives to abandon the “urban strategy” alto¬ 
gether; revised or doctored versions of it might seem more 
palatable but will be j.ust as great a threat to our liberty.” 

You Helped Pay 

“The public has a right to know that the actual cost 
of the two Leslie Van Houten Sup)erior Court trials totaled 
$1/163,112, Sup)ervisor Kenneth Hahn has announced. 

Hahn, who is chairman of the Auditor-Controller De¬ 
partment for the Board of Sup)ervisors, said he recently 
requested County Auditor-Controller Mark Bloodgood to 
prepare an estimated cost of the recent Van Houten trial 
which amounted to $284,274. 

"The Tate-La Bianca trial in May of 1)9171, however 
was $768,838,” said Sui)ervlsor Hahn. 

The trial of Sinhan Sirhan, the convicted murderer of 
Senator Robert Kennedy in 1968, cost over $1 million, he 
added. 

Recently, a mistrial was declared in the retrial of 
Van Houten after a jury reported on the 25th day of de¬ 
liberations that it was “hopjelessly” deadlocekd' at seven 
votes for first-degree murder and five for manslaughter. 

Therefore, Sup>erior Court ludge Edward Hinz, Jr. set 
a September 12th hearing to determine when and if the 
27-year-old former follower of convicted murderer Charles 
Mansion would be put on trial a third time. 

Siupjervisor Hahn pointed out that one of the respon¬ 
sibilities of county government is to provide for the ad¬ 
ministration of justice and’ that the public should be 
aware that the taxpayers of Los Angedes County pay for 
the cost of the courts. 

State, Local Tax-take Up 

Taxes collected by state and local governments totaled 
$169.7 billion during the twelve-month joriod ending 
March. 1977, according to Commerce Clearing House re¬ 
ports, representing an annual increase in total taxes of 
$18.8 billion or 12.5 per cent. 

Individual and corporate income taxes accounted for 
the biggest i)eroentage Increase ^during the period, with 
p>ersonal income taxes up 19 p)er cent, for a total take of 
$28 billion, and corporate net income up 21.1 p)er cent, ror 
a total of $8.5 billion. 

Property tax collections, the largest source of state 
and local government revenues, totaled $60.6 billion, up 
9.9 p)er cent. General sales and gross receipts taxes totaled 
$35.3 billion, up 13.3 i)er cent; motor fuel sales taxes were 
up 6.4 p)er cent to $9.1 billion; tobacco product sales taxes 
were up 1.3 i)er cent to $3.6 billion; alcoholic beverage 
sales taxes were up 2.4 pjer cent to $2.2 billion; and motor 
vehicle and operators’ license taxes were lup 6.6 per cent 
to $4.7 billion.

$4,8 Million In 
Medical Funds 
Now In Treasury 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn, 
chairman of the county’s 
Auditor - Controller Depart¬ 
ment, announces the county 
is $4.8 million richer due to 
medical billings collected.
